last Monday when his automobile 
was struck by a Missouri Pacific 
passenger train eight miles north 
of here. 

Dr. Young's verdict said death 
was “caused from suicide by stop- 
ping an automobile in front of the 
railway train. 

Witnesses said he opened the 
door of the car, stepped to the run- 
ning board and then got back in- 
side, sitting down just as the train 
struck the ‘machine.

Civil Marriage Held 
“Public Sin” by Catholics 


VATICAN CITY, Aug. 24.— 
(UP)—A civil marriage of Cath- 
olics is a “public sin,’ the church 
ruled today. 

The congregation of the council, 
which is modifying the catechisms 
of Pope Pius X in regard to the 
marriage ceremony, made the ruling, 
adding that a religious marriage 
either before or after a civil mar- 
riage does not alleviate the “public 
sin. 

Under the Lateran treaty between 
Italy and the Holy See, the fascist 
government agreed to recognize both 
civil and church marriages. The 
church, however, recognized only 
religious marriages. Previously a 
civil marriage had not been in- 
cluded in the sin list.

Populations of Districts 
Listed. 


Population figures of the 10 new 
congressional districts created by the 
general assembly to replace the pres- 
ent 12 districts Monday revealed thet 
the new fifth district, with a popula- 
tion of 406,015 and including Fulton, 
DeKalb, Campbell and Rockdale coun- 
ties, has 66,145 more persons than the 
next largest, the third, and 180,789 
more than the smallest, the ninth. 

The basis of redistricting under the 
1930 census being 288,000, it was seen 
from the population figures that t 
fifth is more than a third larger than 
the average district in populatio and 
nearly twice the new ninth district of 
225.226 persons. 

The new fifth is the largest in the 
state on the basis of population, and 
is one of four districts having more 
than the number on which reappor- 
tionment is based, the other three be- 
ing the third, with 339,870; the first, 
dg 328,214, and the 10th, with 289,- 
267. 

Districts having less than the basic 
figure are: the sixth, 281,437; the 
seventh, 271.680; the second. 263,606 ; 
the fourth, 261.324; the eighth, 241,- 
957, and the ninth, 225,226.

TALMADGE PLANS 


\MacDonald’s Career in Politics 
One of Triumph and Heartbreak 


BY EDWARD STANLEY. 

LONDON, Aug. 24.—(4)—Triumph 
and tragedy, heartbreak and happiness 
—these and more has Ramsay Mac- 
Donald known in his time. 

But never a faint heart. 

Intensely practical, as becomes a 
Scot, he may -compromise with po- 
litical parties for today. But not for 
tomorrow. For tomorrow belongs. to 
his ideal., He believes in socialism 
by evolution, regards it as inevitable. 

Barely 15 years ago, and less, no 
man in England was more savagely 
reviled. 

Leader of his party, he did not 
believe in war, any war. 

.Bitterly he fought against 
spurning a cabinet post offered for 
his support. He became a_ political 
nobody, a social outcast, resigned his 
leadership and was refused re-election 
to parliament. 

When the peace conference came 
and he attended as a journalist, many 


“We looked down from birth on 
the people we called swells,” he once 
said. 

At 19 he came to London, with 
hardly a cent. He wanted to be a 
s¢ ientist. His first job was address- 
ing envelopes, at $2.50 a week.

The failure of the house of the 


a | general assembly to vote favorably 


upon the senate bill te establish and 
regulate a Primary election system 
for the republican party in this state 
is regrettable. The more so be- 
cause it is a failure to facilitate 
enforcement of a plain mandate of 
the constitution of the state. The 
bill had the cordial support of 
President Neill, the father of the 
Georgia primary system. 

Article II of the constitution deals 
with “elective franchise” and in sec- 
tion 1, paragraph 8, it is expressly 
provided that— 

_No person shall be allowed to par- 
ticipate in a primary of any political 
party or a convention of any political 


party fn this state-who is not a quali- 
fied voter. 


The bill which failed of enact- 
ment was intended to so enforce 
that provision as to safeguard the 
qualified republicans in Georgia 
from having their primaries and 
conventions overrun and ruled by 
mobs of persons not eligible to reg- 
istration and therefore not quali- 
fied voters of the state. 

It has been notorious for 60 
years that the republican party’s 
operations in Georgia have been 
dominatéd by the disqualified and 
non-voting negroes of nearly every 
county and district in the state. 
Their county and state conventions 
have usually been unruly, unregu- 
lated and riotous assemblages, con- 
gregated and controlled by the few 
Shrewd negro politicians who cov- 
eted the offices and patronage of 
the national party. , 

The qualified and reputable white 
republicans of the commonwealth, 
of whom there are many thousands,

Some Impressive Facts for the Study of 
Statesmen and Businessmen. 


My education was not designed to 
equip me as a professional statis- 
jtician, but figures have always had 

_— a peculiar fasci- 
nation for me. It 
is said of figures 
that they “do not 

, lie.” unless they 
are put in wrong 
places. When 
they are fairly 
ascertained and 
have. significants 
bearings upon 
the interests and 
welfare of the 
people, they make 
their strongest 
appeal to me. 
For example, 
the census of 
last year records 
that in 1930 there were in these 
United States 159,695 fewer farms 
than in 1920. 

That is a surprising statement for 
a nation of increasing ‘ population 
and farm produce consuming power, 
but what do you make: of the fact 
that 55,134 of those extinguished 
farms, or more than one-third of the 
whole number, were blotted out of the 
record right here in Georgia? 


French girls have recently beaten 
the men of their country on two 
counts; first they proved themselves 
better revolver shots than the aces of 
the Military Academy of Saint-Cyr, 
and secondly, two of the dair sex 
broke the bank of Monte Carlo with- 
in a month’s time, something that has 
not been accomplished by a French- 
man for a long time. The revolver 
shooting victory came about in this 
manner. Not long ago the French 
parliament passed a bill, which pro- 
vided for universal military service 
without distinctioin of age or sex. 
The senate of France subsequently re- 
jected the woman's clause of the new 
universal service bill and stipulated 
that feminine psychology would not 
lend itself to the strain of physical 
combat, and the suspense of trench 
warfare. 

The women took the report as a 
slur and an affront. Immediately sev- 
eral revolver clubs were formed and 
the girls began to fire away. 
present there are no less than 15 
such clubs in the French capital. In 
one club on the Champs-Elysees, 
where 60 girls practice on Sunday 
morning before church, such remark- 
able results were obtained that a 
challenge was sent to the cadets of 
the Military Academy of Saint-Cyr, 
the future officers of the French 
army, and therefore potential mar- 
Shals of France, are considered the ne 
plus ultra in military efficiency. First 
the girls’ challenge was therefore re- 
garded as a mere feminine whim, 
something to be laughed at. But when 
the girls’ clubs began to publish their 
hitting averages, the cadets did not 
laugh any more, 

And when the challenge was re- 
peated with insistence, the superiors 
of the warm college finally decided to 
send over the crack team of the school 
to show the girls once and for all 
that the general staff had been right 
and that they might as well go back 
to their cooking and husband-catching 
occupations. The cadets did not know 
they were going to meet their Water- 
loo. Preceded by the band of the re- 
publican guard, they arrived one Sun- 
day morning in all their glory and 
pomp of plumes and brilliant uni- 
forms. An hour later they retreated, 
hopelessly beaten all along the line.

@ There may be good and satisfying 
reasons why Georgia should show 
more than a third of the total farm 
decrease in 25 states that showed any 
decreases at all.

The school examinations season in 

Evgland has yielded its usual’ crop of

Another Tom-Fool Diagnosis. 

These diagnosticians of the dirt 
farmer problem in Georgia also af- 
firm that: 

“We have not in Georgia the same 
class of instructed and thrifty farm- 
ers that they have in the more north- 
ern agricultural states; and 

“The farmers we lost were mostly 
negro tenant farmers who lost out 
and went to the cities and to the 
north and east for industrial jobs.” 

Neither of which explanations will 
stand up against the facts. 

Against that first excuse place the 
facts that in the decade the New 
England states lost 30,000 farms, 
New York 33,000 and Pennsylvania 
another 30,000. In the middle west 
Ohio decreased by 37,000 farms, In- 
diana by 23,000, Illinois by 22,000 
and Michigan by 26,000. 

And against the second plea put 
the fact that the decrease of white 
farmers in Georgia was nearly equal 
to that of the negro farmers, who 
can survive with less annual “fur- 
nish” by the landlords.

The Palmer Worms in Georgia. 

One does not have to look through 
a Lick telescope to see the palmer 
worms that are eating the substance 


off their acres and into the towns for 
a hand-to-mouth living. 

It is county expenses to keep up 
unnecessary governments and corps of 
tax-eating officials. The state tax 
averages 4 cents per acre over Geor- 
gia, but county taxes run from 20 
to 35 cents, plus independent school 
district taxes in many cases. 

It is too many counties demanding 
exorbitant taxes that is dishearten- 
ing our country people, depopulating 
,our farms, and sending more millions 
of our money to other states for farm 
produce that would be raised at home, 
but for the destroying palmer worms 
—the courthouse politicians and of- 
ficial tax-eaters. There must be an 
end to them sooner or later. 
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Turning Peasants and Peons. 

That which interests me strongly is 
the decrease of owner-operated and 
the increase of tenant-operated farms 
throughout the country. 

It is not a southern, or negro, 
phenomenon only. It is affecting 
white farmers everywhere. 

In 1930 there were 356,696 fewer 
farms operated by their owners than 
in 1920; and there were 209,561 more 
a operated by tenants than in 
1920 


Another significant fact is that the 
farms of small acreage are increas- 
ing. In 1930 the little farms of three 
acrés and under were 22,657 more 
than in 1920; those of from three to 
nine acres were 47,075 more, and 
those from 10 to 19 acres were 51,864 
more. Farms of from 20 to 500 acres 
each decreased in all classes. 
¢ This evidence is to the effect that 
both owners and tenants are con- 
fining themselves largely to acreages 
that they can cultivate with family 
labor and scarcely any “hired help.” 


Some Si@ns Are Encouraging. 

From the many facts revealed by 
the census I am led to believe that 
most of these small farmers are steer- 
ing clear of the big staple crops and 
giving themselves to diversified prod- 
ucts that are marketable all the year 
around and yield a continuous income, 

They are not going in for stock cat- 
tle, because cattle generally were 12.- 
369,560 fewer in 1930 than in 1920, 
but the number of milk cows were 
821,032 more than 10 years before, 

Neither are the small farmers rais- 
ing hogs for home meat, or market, 
because the hogs on the farms in 
1930 were 26,549,451 fewer than in 
1920. 

Poultry and its products, however, 
were in favor with these 3-to-50-acre 
farmers, for in 1930 there were 19,- 
351,001 more chickens on American 
farms than in 1920. 

In oth.r words, dairying and poul- 
trying are on the upgrade among our 
farmers,

* The Facts Should Be Studied. 

These particular facts, patiently 
dug @ut of long tables of carefully 
gathereg figures, may not be valuable, 
or even impressive, to our farm and 
business readers, but they indicate the 
gradual coming of a new order on the 
farming industry. 

Either these small farmers are go- 
ing to work out of tenantry into 
ownership, or more and more farmers 
are annually going to lose their own- 
ership of their farms and fall into the 
ranks of a peasant-peonage for land- 
lords. 

It is something for agricultural 
economists and businessmen to care- 
fully study. An independent yeomanry 
is the greatest strength and _protec- 
tion of any country. It will be high

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


TUBERCULAR, TUBERCULOUS. 

Numerous diseases are tubercular, 
such as leprosy, actinomycosis, syph- 
ilis, but only one is tuberculous. This 
will be news for numerous medical 
brethren, but if the brethren can only 
lay off their superiority complex or 
hoity-toity notions they'll learn a lot 
from this column, and I have the writ- 
ten assurances of a lot of them that 
they have. 

For lay readers who want to know, 
I may explain that tuberculous is the 
adjective pertaining to tuberculosis. 
True, the name tuberculosis primarily 
signifies tubercle disease. Still, the 
adjective tuberculous refers to tuber- 
culosis and not to other diseases in 
which tubercles occur. Even as the 
inept use the term tuberculap it is ob- 
vious they mean tuberculosis and not 
any other disease. 

lf you're going to talk about tubere 
culosis at all. for health’s sake talk 
abouit it, and don’t duck and dodge 
the question like a simpering old maid 
trying to refer to her legs without re- 
ferring to ‘em. 

The glib term “TRB” came into use 
in the first place through the an- 
tiquated policy of evasion which: our 
medical fathers perforce followed, In 
an elder day it was as much as the 
patient's life was worth to tell him 
the germs of tuberculosis had been 
found in the sputum, So the doctors 
adopted a kind of secret symbol by 
means of which they could tell one 
another, in the patient's presence, that 
the microscope had reveal T. B. (tu- 
bercle bacilli), and the goofy patient 
had no inkling of what this meant. 
But there is no longer any purpose 
served by such evasion and so the 
term is too childish for even an in- 
telligent layman to use now. 

It is not exactly good news for the 
patient to learn that his trouble is 
tuberculosis of the lung. But in any 
case where the diagnosis, or even a 
tentative opinion, can arrived at 
reasonably early it is the doctor's duty 
and privilege to tell the patient plain- 
ly what ails him, and then if the pa- 
tient elects to ignore the doctor's ad- 
vice, why, that is not the doctor's fu- 
neral. .

“Such a period,” Gifford said, “can 
then be recommended to all organiza- 
tions over the country interested in 
raising money for relief in order that 
there may be a nationwide appeal. It 
1S not an appeal for a national fund, 
but for maximum local funds.” 

Gifford said he could. make no esti- 
mate at this time of the total amount 
that ‘would have to be raised for re- 
lief but that a survey of the probable 
load is being made. 


He pointed out, however, that it is 
not a question of taking care of the 
entire unemployed group of many mil- 
lions, but only those in actual dis- 
tress. In New York city last year, 
he said, there were about 600,000 un- 
employed, but only 30,000 or 40,000 
needed assistance. 


LEGISLATURE TO BE ASKED | 
FOR EMPLOYMENT RELIEF 
ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 24.—(P)— 
Governor Roosevelt and party leaders 
are prepared to ask the extraordinary 
session of the New York legislature 
which meets tomorrow to enact un- 
employment rgief legislation to pro- 
vide the state's 1,000,000 idle men 
and women with part-time jobs. 


The governor, spokesman of his 
party, 1s expected to ask the legisla- 
ture to find new sources of revenue 
through additional taxes, and to ex- 
tend the time for which cities may 
borrow money for welfare work. 

Conservative estimates show that 
$30,000,000 will be needed to provide 
bare existence wages for families no 
in distress, Taxes on cosmetics an 
cigarets, a luxury levy on automobiles 
and a tax on marginal stock tradings 
as well as an increase in tax on in- 
comes over $10,000 have been suggest- 
ed as possible revenue measures. 

The “councils of the unemployed” 
today notified an Albany newspaper 
that their representative wauld be at 
the capitol tomorrow demanding re- 
lief legislation, reductions in state sal- 
aries and an appropriation of $100,- 
000,000 to be administered by a state 
commission made up of unemployed. 
When the “councils” visited the state- 
house during last winter’s session, 
state troopers blocked their way and a 
small, riot developed. 

The special session was called 
ostensibly to restore immunity pow- 
ers to the legislative committee inves- 
tigating New York city’s administra- 
tion. The court of appeals had stripped 
the investigators of the immunity 
grant under an appeal of Dr. Wil- 
liam F. Doyle, a veterinarian, who 
had received in two years more than 
$1,000,000 in fees as counsel before 
the bureau of standards. Doyle refused 
to testify regarding the fees and was 
sent to jail for contempt. 

Unemployment relief, however, has 
pushed the immunity question into the 
background, although it held the pos- 
a of a Tammany Hall-Roosevelt 
split. 

It has been unofficially reported 
that Roosevelt will so word his im- 
munity message that the Tammany 
democrats can bring up their proposal 
to extend the legislative investigation 
to upstate communities which are re- 
publican céntrélled. The republicans 
can determine .the issue in th as- 
sembly and senate if their leaders 
hold their forces: intact. There are 
26 republicans and 23 democrats in

RELIEF ORGANIZATION 
FORMED AT CONFERENCE 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 24.—(#)— 
Mississippi valley states agreed here 
today to tackle the unemployment 
Situation as a unit, concentrating 
their forces behind a permanent or- 
ganization to be set up by the con- 
ference. 

Meeting at the call of Governor W. 
H. (Alfalfa Bill) Murray, of Okla- 
homa, delegates from all over the 
south chose Representative Frank 
Reid, republican, Illinois, as _ their 
permanent chairman, and went imme- 
diately about the preparation of a 
definite program, 

Governors of each of the valley 
states were urged to commission dele- 
gates to form part of the natiogal 
hookup and serve at the call of the 
conference. States delegates would use 
such pressure as is necessary to boost 
public construction programs of states, 
counties and municipalities. 

The national conference, which in- 
cludes representatives and senators 
among its membership, took over the 
task of urging the expedition of the 
federal construction program, “cut- 
ting loose,” in the words of Governor 
Murray, “the red strings that delay 
action.” 

Plans were made for another con- 
ference in September., to be held at 
either Memphis, St. Louis, New Or- 
leans or Hot Springs, Ark. 

State delegates were instructed to 
organize to co-ordinate and dissemi- 
nate activities of all the relief or- 
ganizations in the affected states. 

After Chairman Reid opened the 
meeting to “free discussion,” a num- 
ber of suggestions for raising money 
were offered, including th&t of Gov- 
ernor Murray that state and federal 
employes return from 5 to 15 per 
cent of their salaries for aid to the 
jobless. ; 

An extra session of congress was 
urged,- but Governor Murray an- 
nounced his opposition to such & step 
as an “embarrassment to President 
Hoover.” 

All agreed that the federal govern- 
ment should match dollar for dollar 
all funds expended by states on road 
and drainage construction. 

Clarence Douglas, special  repre- 
sentative of the Inland Waterways 
Corporation, said that the govern- 
ment has $1,500.000,000 available for 
public construction, rivers and har- 
bors improvement and flood control, 
and urged the conference to go on 
record as favoring the expenditure of 
this money as expeditiously as pos- 
sible. )

Tonight's brief court circular from 
Buckingham palace told the story of 
the day's events. 

“The Rt. Hoh. Ramsay MacDon- 
ald,” it said, “had an audience with 
the king this afternoon and tendered 
his resignation as prime minister and 
first lord of the treasury, which his 
majesty was graciously pleased to 
accept. 

“The king subsequently gave a far- 
ther audience to the Right Honorable 
J. Ramsay MacDonald and _ invited 
him to form a national administration, 
The Right Honorable J. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald accepted his majesty’s offer 
of the post of prime minister and 
kissed his hand upon the appoint- 
ment.” 

When the second labor government 
a out of existence today it had 
een in office two years, two months 
and 15 days. The recent publication 
of the May economic report, foreshad- 
owing a deficit of approximately 
$600,000,000 in next year’s budget, 
and the subsequent efforts of the 
prime minister and the cabinet to sur- 
mount this difficulty. directly led to 
the administration's fall. 

It was obvious from the first, when 
Prime Minister MacDonald flew back 
to London from his holiday at Lossie- 
mouth, Scotland, that the difficulties 
of balancing the budget would be very 
great. 

The prime minister was caught be- 
tween upper and nether millstones— 
the objections of the trades union con- 
gress to readjustment of the “dole” 
on the one hand, and the insistence of 
the conservatives that savings, and 
not new taxes, must be the essence of 
the government’s proposals. 

Negotiations and conferences with 
trades union leaders and heads of the 
opposition parties occupied the last 
few days, which were filled with ru- 
mors of important revenue taxes, cut- 
ting of the dole and lowering the 
wages and salaries of ostate employes. 

With a divergence of opinion among 
the members of his own cabinet, and 
apparently unable to reach a com- 
promise with the trade unionists or 
the opposition Jeaders, Prime Minister 
MacDonald is said to have reasoned 
that the only way to saye the country 
was to dissolve his government and 
tackle the problems with a combina- 
tion of the three parties and without 
previou# party restrictions. — 

Tonight many labor officials were 
taking the view that since MacDonald 
is becoming the head of a national 
government he ceases almost auto- 
matically to be a leader of the labor 


party. 

What will happen when the pres- 
ent financial and economic crisis 18 
past seemed most problematic. Some 
observers believed that it would mean 
the permanent retirement of MacDon- 
ald, while others saw him emerging 
from the situation as one of the great- 
est figures in English history. 

How long the new national govern- 
ment will continue was another mat- 
ter for speculation tonight, some be- 
lieving it would not go beyond several 
weeks, although it was considered pos- 
sible it might hold over until January 
1, 1932. It was expected that parlia- 
ment will be summoned quickly in or- 
der to put through the new govern- 
ment’s proposals for budget reforms. 

After the resignation of the cabi- 
net, it was revealed that about nine 
members of the labor government did 
not see eye to eye with MacDonald on 
the budget cuts, especially on the pro- 
posal to readjust the “dole.” These 
members, it was taken for granted, 
will not enter the new government and 
at the same time it was expected that 
they would be'likely to oppose the 
prime minister in the next parliament. 

The following official statement was 
issued from 10 Downing street to- 
night: me: 

“The prime minister, since his ap- 
pointment by his majesty this after- 
noon, has been in consultation with 
Stanley Baldwin, Sir Herbert Samuel 
and Philip Snowden as to the names 
to be submitted to the king for in- 
clusion as ministers to the new gov- 
ernment. Considerable progress has 
been made. 

“The specific object for which the 
new government is being formed is to 
deal with the national emergency that 
now exists. It is not to be a coalition 
government, in the usual sense of the 
term, but a government of co-opera- 
tion for this one purpose. When that 
purpose is achieved the political par- 
ties will resume their respective posi- 
tions.

IN GREAT BRITAIN 
BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


The labor government resigned 
yesterday and Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald was asked by 
King George to form a new na- 
tional government, which will be 
composed of about twelve members 
drawn from all of the three prin- 
cipal political parties. 

It is expected the membership 
of the new cabinet might be com- 
pleted and announced today. 

The purpose of the new govern- 
ment is to find means of balancing 
the British budget and wiping out 
an anticipated deficit of approxi- 
mately $600,000,000 for next year. 

The British effort was regarded 
in Washington as strengthening 
the country’s financial position. 

In European capitals the view 
prevailed that the solution seemed 
a wise one and Berlin newspapers 
were impressed by the willingness 
of the conservatives to collaborate 
with a labor prime minister. 

World markets generally showed 
a hesitant interest in the events 
in Britain and were watching 
closely for the announcement of 
the final selection of the new cab- 
inet.

LABOR BLAMES AMERICA 
FOR MACDONALD’S FALL 


LONDON, Aug. 25.—(Tuesday)— 
(P)—The London Daily Herald, Great 
Britain’s chief labor organ, today 
gives the most prominent place to a 
story in which it charges that the 
fall of the MacDonald government and 
the establishment of a new national 
administration was “dictated” by 
United States bankers. 

The story said that the $250,000,000 
credit recently acquired by the Bank 
of Englantl was now nearly exhausted 
and that in seeking new money from 
the United States the Bank of Eng- 
land was informed by the Federal Re- 
serve bank that fresh credit could 
only be granted if drastic economies 
were made in the “dole.” 

“The late government,” the paper 
said, “was informed by the Federal 
Reserve bank that credits would only 
be granted provided specific and con- 
siderable economies were made at 
onee in the administration, or in the 
actual benefit paid under the unem- 
ployment insurance scheme. 

“This virtual ultimatum from New 
York bankers played a vital part in 
dividing the late cabinet on the issue 
of a 10 per cent reduction in unem- 
ployment benefits.” 

“The insistence by the Bank of 
England on the need for credits— 
even on these terms’—the paper add- 
ed, “heightened the existing § clash 
within the cabinet. It has been made 
absolutely clear that the credit will 
not be forthcoming unless and until 
measures which the United States 
bankers consider satisfactory are put 
into operation by the new cabinet.” 

In an editorial in this morning's 
issué the Herald said: 

“Where is the patriotism, we may, 
ask, in allowing the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York to dictate, as a 
condition for further credit to the 
Bank of England, the policies to be 
pursued in relation to the unemploy- 
ment benefit? 

“This isn’t patriotism, but accept- 
ance of a dictatorship, not even of a 
British bank, but of international 
finance. It is a blow to British pres- 
tige equalled only by the terms of 
the Versailles treaty.”

MOSCOW, Aug. 24.—(UP)—The | 
production of coal replaced wheat 
growing today as the most vital ele- 
ment to the success .of the soviet five- 


‘year plan. 
The central committee of the com- | 


munist party warned the ration that 
the coal industry was backward com- 
pared to agriculture; and ordered en- 
ergetic measures to increase the out- 
put of the mines. 

At least 900,000,000 rubles (nomi- 
nally $450,000,000) will be 
in the next year to expand the coal 
industry. Production must reach 
140,000,000 tons in 1933, the commit- 
tee said. That amount will supply 
the national needs. 

Fifteen machine plants henceforth 
will be devoted exclusively to produc- 
ing mining equipment. Five additional 
such factories will be built this year.

Another statement issued by the 
committee said the principal grain- 
growing regions of the soviet union 
have been officially designated as 
“completely collektivized.” The state- 
ment did not mean that all private 
farming had been eliminated, but for 
official purposes a territory is com- 
pletely collektivized when more than 
68 per cent of the agrarian households 
and more than 75 per cent of the 
planted acreage are on a collective 
basis. The designation gives the ter- 
'ritory special practical privileges in 
such things as credits, machinery and 
other government assistance. 


The best collektivized region in the 
union is northern Caucasus, where 
only 12 per cent of the peasant house- 
holds and only 6 per cent of the 
total planted acreage are on a private 
basis.
